I've been in prayer quite a bit about what I wrote last week. I honestly hesitated whether or not to put it 
in the e-news or not, but I'm glad I did. I'm glad because I believe it needed to be out there. We need to 
be transparent about the state of the church. I had one person approach me on Sunday about it, but 
other than that, that's been it. I cannot help though feeling we are going through our own wilderness 
experience. 

When the Hebrews left Egypt, they wandered the desert for forty years. FORTY YEARS!!! That's a long 
time, and the more I think about it, I find myself connecting with the people and their complaints. They 
complained because although they were in slavery in Egypt, they knew what to expect day in and day 
out. Their lives were consistent, and as strange as it may sound there was a bit of comfort knowing what 
your days were going to look like, even if it meant you were a slave. Being in the desert they had each 
other, but everyday brought with it one thing, the unknown. The unknown can be scary, very scary, it 
can make one think all is hopeless. It can make one begin to believe things that are unbelievable, 
irrational things. Being caught up in the unknown can make one doubt, doubt everything, and further 
believe that the best thing to do is to simply stay put and not move at all. Maybe this could have been a 
reason the trip took the Hebrews so long. Maybe.. .maybe not. 

Lately, this is where I feel CTK is at, at a standstill. Stuck in a state of unknown, and I fear if we don't do 
something about it, we'll be stuck in the wilderness too long. Now, I know this isn't the first time CTK 
has been compared to the Hebrews in the desert. In fact, I believe we could find correlation all the way 
back to our beginning; however, the time has come to move forward. Here's the thing though, I don't 
know exactly what that look like. This is where I need your help. What are your hopes and dreams for 
CTK? Where do you see us going? What do you see as our goals, or for that matter THE GOAL? The 
people in the desert knew of the Promised Land, but they had no idea what that looked like either. 
Therefore the questions become, what is our promised land, once we know of it how do we get there, 
and just what are you invested in giving to get there? 

At the end of the day we have what the people in the desert had, each other. Now how do we work as 
one to rekindle the hope, see the Word made alive, and keep CTK living as well? I thank you in advance 
for the work ahead.
